COOS COUNTY DELEGATION MEETING 


Meeting was called io order at the Coos County Institution in 
West Stewartstown, New Hampshire on March 4, 1972 at 11:00 a. m. 
by Chairman Guy Fortier. 


Roll Call found Representatives Cook, Huggins, Bushey, Hunt, 
Mayhew, Drake, Lee, O’Hara, Burns, Oleson, Dubey, Fortier, Roy, 
Desilets, Studd, York, Brungot, McCuin, Bouchard, Gagnon, Theri- 
ault, Kidder, Richardson, and Metcalf present. Oswell was absent due 
to illness. 


Robert Rich, Clerk of Superior Court spoke on items under Su- 
perior Court and recommended an increase in salary for the Atiorney. 


Rep. Drake questioned Commissioner Brungot regarding in- 
creases in wages. 


Warren Bartlett, Register of Deeds explained use of money in his 
office, fees and their uses. Robert Rich stated that if the Register of 
Deeds was to be changed to a salary that an adjustment in fees would 
be necessary. 


Robert Rich said two new judges were needed and that was the 
reason for the increase under jury payrolls also recommended an in- 
crease of $500. to $800. under Masiers Fees for two stenographers. 


Discussion followed concerning chairs for the Court House and 
Institution increase. 


Leighton Pratt spoke about how well the farm was run and hop- 
ed it would not be phased ou: as had been done in other places in the 
state. Supt. Bouchard supported operating the farm as a paying busi- 
ness and said it helped the town by additional taxes as well as employ- 
ment. Supt. Bouchard explained that taxes had been constantly in- 
creased over the past few years. Chairman Fortier recommended that 
the Superintendent apply to the Tax Commission concerning thes in- 
creases. 


Rep. Drake stated that a bill had passed the house which would 
increase the rate per day from $2.00 to $14.00 if passed by the Senate 
which would increase the revenue for the County. 


Supt. Bouchard spoke akout the need for more nurses wr nurs- 
es aides and an increase in pay was needed in many positions 


Commissioner Brungot stated that the County’s share of Qld’ Age 
Assistance was 40%. 


Recess was declared at 12:55 p. m. 


Meeting reconvened at 2:10 p m. 


Supt. Bouchard explained sewerage study, full time , physical 
therapist, heating system, condition of boilers, cost of repair to old 
boilers, $15,000; cost for new boilers (low pressure) $26,000, which 
would be installed in jail building with a 15,000 gal. storage tank and 
convert over to No. 2 oil recommended for efficiency and low cost 
maintenance. Signal system was not only a safety feature but a re- 
quirement. No system on floors on 1 and 2 at the present time. 


Conservation Commission explained by Mr. Johnson from Soil 
and Conservation Commission. Federal Government has two men 
working in this county on pollution, wildlife management, conserva- 
tion, soils and erosion problems. 163 had called for advice and infor- 
mation last year and several banks and institutions as well as indi- 
viduals had made contributions to the office. 


Rep. Drake moved that the delegation go into executive session 
and was seconded by Rep. York. Voted in favor of the motion. 


Motion was made by Rep. Burns that all items in the budget un- 
der General Government be accepted without change and it was sec- 
onded by Rep. Oleson. Vote was favorable. 


Rep. Drake made a motion to reduce the amount to be raised for 
Expenses of Above and Accounting Administration from $17,500 to 
$16,500 and was voted in the affirmative. Then Rep. Drake asked to 
have his motion amended to read $17,000 for expenses of above and 
Accounting Administration. It was so voted. 


Rep. Dubey made a motion that $2800 be substituted for $3800 for 
the Register of Deeds and it was seconded by Rep. York. After some 
discussion vote was taken by roll call and motion was lost. 


Rep. Drake moved that $3300 be raised for Register of Deeds and 
was seconded by Rep. Cook and Brungot and vote was in the affirma- 
tive. 


Rep. Dubey made a motion to reduce the amount to be raised for 
the Berlin Court House to $8,000 and was seconded by Rep. Lee and 
the vote was unanimously in favor of the motion. 


Rep. Dubey moved to reduce the amount for the Lancaster Court 
be $8,000 and was seconded by Rep. Brungot and the vote was unani- 
mous in favor of the motion. 


Rep. Drake moved to reduce jury payrolls from $14,000 to $13,000 
and was seconded by Rep. McCuin and vote was favorable. 


Rep. Drake moved that Masters Fees remain the same and was 
seconded by Rep. Dubey and the vote was favorable. 
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Rep. Drake moved that the Clerk of Court be reduced from 
$23,000 to $22,000 and was seconded by Rep. Hunt and vote was favor- 
able. 


Rep. Cook moved that Sheriffs and Deputies remain the same and 
was seconded by Rep. Huggins. Vote was favorable. 


Rep. Drake made a motion to raise $310,000 for institutions and 
was seconded by Rep. Lee and the vote was in the affirmative. 


Rep. Drake made a motion to raise $84,000 for the farm and it was 
seconded by Rep. Richardson and voted in the affirmative. 


Rep. Drake made a motion to reduce the amount for the Nursing 
Home to $210,000 and seconded by Rep. O’Hara and voted in the af- 
firmative. 


Rep. Drake made a motion to reduce the amount for the jail to 
$34,000 and was seconded by Rep. Hunt and vote was favorable. 


Rep. Drake made a motion to reduce the amount for children to 
$26,000 and seconded by Rep. Dubey and was voted in the affirmative. 


Rep. Drake made a motion to reduce the amount for physical 
therapist to $9,000 and was seconded by Rep. Richardson and vote 
was favorable. 


Rep. York made a motion that the $26,000 for Boilers, $13,500 for 
Laundry and equipment and $18,000 for the Signal System be taken 
care of by short term noies or bonds and was seconded by Rep. Studd. 
It was passed unanimously by a roll call vote. 


Rep. Drake made motion to include a separate item in the bud- 
get for chairs for the Lancaster Court House in the amount of $500 
and it was seconded by Rep. Mayhew and voted in the affirmative. 


Motion was made by Rep. Richardson to reduce the amount for 
Crime Abatement to $2,000 and seconded by Rep Drake and the vote 
was favorable. 


Motion was made by Rep. Richardson to reduce the amount for 
the Delegation to $1100 and was seconded by Rep. Mayhew and the 
vote was favorable. 


Rep. Mayhew made a motion to amend the budget to include a 
raise in wages for the County Employees and was seconded by Rep. 
Brungot as follows: 


Moved to amend the budget to provide $10.00 weekly across the 
board wage increase in lieu of any other increases provided in the 
1972 budget for hourly paid County Employees and to provide an ad- 
ditional $23,229 appropriation to cover cost of same, plus $1208 for ad- 
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ditional cost of Social Securi:y. Providing further that the County 
Commissioners be instructed to apporiion this appropriation to the 
proper divisions of the budget. Providing this conforms to the budget 
as passed. Providing further that the commissioners put these into ef- 
fect when approved by wage price board where necessary. Division 
vote was called with nine voting yes and six voting no. Motion passed. 


Rep. Drake moved to increase the amount of revenue by $20,000 
to apply against the authorization to be arrived at by taxation. Reven- 
ue would be changed to read $507,877.57. Seconded by Rep. Brungot 
and voted in the affirmative. 


Rep. Drake made a motion and was seconded by Rep. Dubey that 
the County Commissioners raise $618,261 by direct taxation. Vote was 
in the affirmative. 


Rep. Drake made a motion and was seconded by Rep. Mayhew 
that Chairman Fortier, Clerk Huggins, Vice - Chairman Dubey and 
Rep. Drake make any corrections necessary in case errors were found 
in computing the budget. Vote was in the affirmative. 


Rep. Roy made a motion to adiourn and was seconded by Rep. 
Brungot. Vote was favorable. 


Chairman Fortier declared the meeting adjourned at 5:15 P. M. 
and delegation would meet in Concord, N. H. March 9, 1972 to cor- 
rect any errors found in the budget.

Lee made a motion that the County Commissioners 
investigate the bill and if it was okay to pay it out of the Crime Com- 
mission money. This was seconded by Rep. Brungot and voted favor- 
able by a voice vote. 


Mr. Robert Johnson explained the work of the Soil Conservation 
Commission and the need for money to be used other than clerical 
help and that there was outstanding bills amounting to $1902.45. Rep. 
Hunt moved that the Commissioners be authorized to spend up to 
$2500 for this purpose and it was seconded by Rep. Richardson and 
voted favorable by a voice vote. 


A short recess was declared by the chairman. 


Meeting was called to order and Rep. Brungot moved to accept 
the Commissioners’ Report for the second quarter as amended and it 
was seconded by Rep. Hunt and vote was favorable. 


Motion was made by Rep. Huggins to adjourn and was seconded 
by Rep Hunt and voted in the affirmative. 


Mr. Fred King was recognized, who explained regional planning 
and the effects it would have on towns and counties on pollution, 
sewerage and other economic problems. The planning region would 
consist of 52 towns north of and including Plymouth, N. H. When 
accepted, a Director would be located in Lincoln, N. H. to serve the 
northern area. This should be accepted by July 1973, but might be 
extended to 1974 Money would have to be raised at the rate of $.15 
per capita to employ a consultant to get the towns certified. The share 
for Coos County would be $5120.

a. m. Roll Call found Rep. Huggins, Hunt, Lee, Oleson, Dubey, For- 
tier, Roy, Brungot, Gagnon and Richardson present. Commissioners 
Brungot, Corrigan, and Bergeron were present. 


Each item of the expenditures were read by the Chairman and 
discussed by the committee when necessary. 


Commissioner Brungot suggested that the legislators look into 
the matter concerning payments which are being made for people in 
other counties which should not be a responsibility of this county. He 
agreed the commissioners would send a letter to the chairman for his 
use. 


Supt. Bouchard explained about money spent for Physical Thera- 
pist. They had been unable to fill this position until about two weeks 
ago and most of the money would be used for equipment needed in the 
near future.

Report of County Commissioners 


To the Citizens of Coos County: 


Your County Government .ontinues to be very active. 

At the Coos County Nursing Home, there has beer an expansion 
from 82 beds to 100 beds, with a very satisfactory patient census, 
and a waiting list indicating that demand for these services will con- 
tinue. 

Also at the Nursing Home, a new heating system and a new pa- 
tient signal system have been installed and are in operation. Offi- 
cials and staff indicate complete satisfaction and much improvement. 
A new kitchen facility has also been installed, to provide faster and 
more efficient food service for the patients. 

The land-damage taking of County land for improvement of U S. 
Route 3 in the vicinity of the County Farm has been setiled to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioners, with the valued assistance of the 
County Attorney. 

Repairs to the Lancaster Court House roof are continuing. It is 
hoped that one more year will complete the work. 

Extensive improvements to the court rooms in the Berlin Court 
House have been completed, with assistance from funds granted 
by the New Hampshire Crime Commission. 

A building committee has been appointed by Guy Fortier, Chair- 
man of the Coos County Delegation, io work with the Commission- 
ers in formulating plans for a proposed County Nursing Home in 
the Berlin area. It is hoped that tentative proposals can be formu- 
lated in time for presentation to the Delegation at an early date. 

Our appreciation is extended to the Delegation and to all Coun- 
ty personnel for their cooperation during the year just ended.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 71, Section 27, of 
the Revised Statutes Annotated, an examination and audit of the ac- 
counts of Coos County for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1969, 
was made by this Division. 

Submitied herewith is the report of this audit including Exhibits 
as hereafter listed. 

The general accounts of the County are kept on the cash basis, 
except for uncollected taxes due from the unincorporated Towns. 


Scope of Audit 
Included in the audit and examination were the accounts and re- 
cords of the Board of County Commissioners, ‘County Treasurer, 
Clerk of the Superior Court and Superintendent of the County Farm 
and Hospital. 


Financial Statements 


Comparative Balance Sheets-December 31, 1968- December 31, 
1969: (Exhibit A) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1968 and De- 
cember 31, 1969, are presented in Exhibit A. As indicated therein, 
the Surplus increased by $71,497.99, from $45,35614 to $116,854.13, 
during 1969. 

Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit B) 

An analysis of change in financial condition of the County dur- 
ing the fiscal year ended December 31, 1969 is presented in Exhibit 
B, with the factors which caused the change indicated therein. These 
were as follows:

Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, esti- 
mated and actual revenues are included in Exhibits C and D. As indi- 
dicated by the Budget Summary (Exhibit D), a revenue surplus of 
$93,721.48, plus a net unexpended balance of appropriations of 
$5,376.16, resulted in a net budget surplus of $99,097.64 


Treasurer 


Classified Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 

A summary statement of the receipts and expenditures of the 
County during the fiscal year, made up in accordance with the uni- 
form classification of accounts, is contained in Exhibit E. Proof of the 
Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1969 is indicated in Exhibit F. 


Accounts of Commissioners 


An examination was made of the orders issued by the Board of 
County Commissioners during the fiscal year. Supporting invoices 
and payrolls were also examined. The classification of expenditures 
was noted. 


Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the Superior 
Court were examined. Court receipts were checked by source, inso- 
far as possible, and found to be properly recorded. Court orders. is- 
sued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls 
bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice, 


County Farm and Hospital 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm and County Hospital were examined. All receipts, as recorded 
in the cash book, were properly accounted for through bank deposits 
to the credit of the County Treasurer’s accounts. 
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Recommendations 
County Commissioners: 


To correct the exceptions and deficiencies noted in the preceding 
commenis, the tollowing recommendations are made: 

(1) The existing accounting sysvem should pe expanded to pro- 
vide all general ledger accounts and subsidiary records necessary to 
accurately retiect the financial posiuon of the County at all times. 

(2) All welfare order blanks issued by the Commissioners re- 
questing services or goods for weltare cases should be duly signed 
when issued. Controlled purchase orders should be issued when mak- 
ing purchases oc all other macerials, supplies and services. 

(3) All vouchers approved by the Commissioners should be sup- 
ported by itemized invoices, showing in compiece detail the toilowing 
information: quantity and quality of materials purchased; nature of 
services rendered; prices and terms; delivery daves; places or depart- 
men.s where goods were delivered or services rendered; the signature 
Or name of the recipients, when applicable. All invoices should be 
matched with related weliare order blanks or purchase orders. 

(4) All purchases exceeding the sum of $300.00 should be made 
strictly by competitive bidding as required by law. Whenever the 
Commissioners voie to waive the provisions for such bidding in con- 
formance with the law, a copy of such vote should be kept in their 
offices as required. 


County Institutions: 


(1) A comprehensive review of existing accounting records 
and forms should be made. Whenever possible, consolidavion of journ- 
als and ledgers should be effected in an effort to reduce the number 
of records maintained. 

(2) Serious consideration should be given to the adoption of a 
machine accounting system for recording and processing ihe finan- 
cial data of the County Institutions. The use of machine accounting 
would accelerate the accouniing process considerably and thus would 
provide operating results on a more timely basis. Many procedures 
which under current practice result in duplication of work, could be 
eliminated or combined. The use of a mechanized accounting system 
would also help to stabilize related clerical costs. 

(3) Duplicate invoices should be required from all vendors for 
retention in the business office at the County Institutions. This will 
eliminate the need of transcribing detail data from vendors invoices 
into the purchases ledger described in our comments. 

(4) The general ledger control over the accounts receivable of 
the County Institutions should be reconciled monthly with the sub- 
sidiary ledger accounts. 


(4) There were numerous vouchers for single purchases of ma- 
terials and equipment, the amounts of which exceeded three hundred 
doilars ($300.00). By law (R. S. A., 28:8), such purchases must be 
made by competitive bidding. The auditors noted several instances 
~/berein the provisions of this law were not complied with. The most 
conspicuous example found was an expenditure of $20,750.83 for ma- 
jo -mprovements to certain private property leased by the Coumy 
to house an indigent family supported by County welfare funds. In- 
quiries made of the business office employees disclosed that apparent- 
ly bids were not sought for this particular project It was also noted 
that three (3) of the nine (9) vouchers which made up this expend- 
iture were signed “under protest” by one of the Commissioners. 


County Institutions: 


A review was made of the accounting records and procedures of 
the County Institutions. This review disclosed the following defi- 
ciencies: 

(1) All accounting records are kept manually by pen and ink 
methods. 

(2) Because the books are recorded in this manner, many of 
the clerical functions in the accounting process are duplicated at con- 
siderable expense to the County. In particular, the cost of processing 
payrolls is greatly increased under this system. 

(3) In addition to an accounts payable ledger, a ledger is kept 
in which the particulars of every ‘purchase made for the Institutions 
are recorded and segregated by vendors. This ledger serves as a 
source of reference in lieu of duplicate vendor invoices. 

_ (4) Some vouchers covering petty cash reimbursements were 
not adequately supported. 

(5) The records of the hospital and nursing home are main- 
tained both on the cash and accrual basis of accounting. This is neces- 
sitaved by the fact that accounting requirements imposed by law differ 
from those recommended for such institutions by the New Hamp- 
shire - Vermont Hospitalization Service. 

(6) The general ledger accounts receivable control at Decem- 
ber 31, 1969, did not agree with the total of the subsidiary ledger ac- 
counts. The control account was undersiated by $2,891.28. 

General Accounting Records: 

The general accounting records of the County consist primarily of 
cash receipts and cash paymenis books. These records conform to 
those recommended by the State Tax Commission. General ledger 
proprietary accounts are not kept. Similarly, formal budgeiary led- 
gers are not maintained. The general accounting system, therefore, is 
incomplete. 


A classified statement of receipts and expenditures of the County 
Institutions for the fiscal year 1969 is presented in Exhibit G.

The County’s current surplus (excess of total assets over cur- 
rent liabilities) increased by $51,497.99, from $105,356.14 to 
$156,854.13, during the fiscal year, as shown herewith:

County Commissioners: 


As previously indicated in this report, all orders drawn by the 
Commissioners during the fiscal year 1969 were examined to deter- 
mine whether payments were properly supported and whether pur- 
chases were made in accordance with the law. 

This examination disclosed the following exceptions: 

(1) Many welfare order blanks authorizing the purchase of 
food, clothing, etc., by welfare recipients were not signed by the Com- 
missioners or other authorized official when issued. In addition, many 
recipients did not sign these orders to acknowledge receipt of goods 
or services billed to the County. 

(2) Vouchers for food purchases by welfare recipients were rare- 
ly supported by itemized invoices from vendors. Invoices when sup- 
plied consisted mostly of receipts, or cash register tapes showing only 
total amounts purchased; individual items bought were not enumer- 
ated or described. 

(3) Some checks were issued to vendors solely on the basis of 
authorization by the Commissioners; in these cases, there were no in- 
voices attached in support of payments made.

Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 71, Section 27-a, of the Revised Stat- 
utes Annotated require that the auditors summary of findings and re- 
commendations (letter of transmiital), shall be published in the next 
annual report of the County. Publication of the Exhibits contained in 
the audit report is optional, at the discretion of the Board of County 
Conumissioners. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of Coos County and their 
office staff for their assistance during the course of the audit.
